BACON HOME AT NORTH MID- 



The two-story frame residence of 
Mrs. Horace S. Bacon, located at 
North Middletown, this county, was 
totally destroyed by fire about 2:30 
o'clock, Wednesday morning, to- 
gether with the larger portion of its 
contents. The fire is supposed to 
have originated from a defective 
flue. 

The blaze was discovered by Mrs. 
Bacon after it had broken out in 
front of the open fireplace in her 
bedroom. She and her two little 
sons made their escape in only their 
hightclothes. The Paris fire de- 
partment was called, but was una- 
ble to be of much service on ac- 
count of the advanced stage of the 
fire and the lack of a good water 
supply. 

The home was one of the hand- 
somest in that section of the coun- 
ey and contained a large collection 
of relics and antique furniture 
which had been collected by 
Mrs. Bacon in her travels in 
this country and abroad. Most of 
them were destroyed, as was all of 
her silver. The loss was estimat- 
ed at approximately $18,000, with 
insurance of about $9,000. 

Mrs. Bacon has for several 
months been occupying the furnish- 
ed home of her brother.

CHRISTMAS CAROLI NG IN 1921. 

Ten years ago outdoor Christmas 
Eve Caroling, especially by itiner- 
ant groups through the streets of 
town and village, was almost un- 
known in this country. The beau- 
tiful old custom that had once been 
universal in England had all but 
died. 

The widespread adoption of the 
Community Christmas Tree did 
much to bring the carols to public 
attention again. Yet the singing 
of the charming old Yuletide songs 
for the public benefit was all too 
infrequent and the general absence 
of the "waits," the traveling bands 
of carolers, in their picturesque red 
cambric capes, was particularly re- 
grettable. 

The National Bureau for the Ad- 
vancement of Music is interested in 
extending more widely the influ- 
ence and utilization of music among 
the American people, and it was in 
the Christmas caroling one of the 
most inspiring uses of song, as a 
satisfaction to the singer, a joy to 
the community, and a means of ex- 
pressing the Christmas spirit. In 
1917, therefore, shortly after its 
own inception, the Bureau began 
working actively for the country- 
wide expansion of the custom. It 
pointed as a model to the splendid 
organization for Christmas singing 
that had been worked out on a 
city-wide scale in Detroit. As a 
further aid to the movement the 
Bureau issued its booklet, "Christ- 
mas Eve Caroling Being Revived," 
giving a brief outline of the history 
of the custom and instructions for 
procedure to those interested in 
carrying out the plan locally. 

By this time the movement had 
made considerable advance, and in 
the first edition of the booklet, a 
year after efforts were made to re- 
vive the movement, it was possible 
to list 30 important cities in which 
the outdoor caroling had been in- 
troduced. There were undoubtedly 
more than this number, but the 
I Bureau had not full facilities for 
tracing them. By the time the sec- 
ond edition was published, in Oc- 
tober, 1920, a verified list of nearly 
100 was included. 

This success, however, led only 
to the redoubling of effort, with 
the result that in December, 1920, 
there was evidence that the carol- 
ing had actually been established 
in 330 cities. By December, 1921, 
the number has risen to 661. (This 
does not include about 150 listed in 
1920, but of which no report was 
received of caroling in 1921, al- 
though most of them undoubtedly 
observed the custom.) Some of the 
cities were large, others small. 
Some had caroling groups enough to 
cover the entire area, others for 
but one or two districts; while in 
still others carols were sung around 
the community Christmas tree only. 
The information was gathered from 
newspaper clippings from all parts 
of the country, and it is probable 
that many cities were overlooked. 
No places were included where the 
caroling was simply an indoor or 
church event, « 



SIMMS ON TH E WAR 

J. M. Allison, New York corres- 
pondent of the Cincinnati Times- 
Star, in his "New York Day by 
Day" column had the following to 
say of Edward F. Simms, who is 
now spending several days at "Xa- 
lapa Farm," his estate near Paris: 

"Maybe you don't know Edward 
F. Simms, who is an oil magnate in 
Texas, a sportsman in Kentucky, a 
millionaire sportsman in Saratoga 
and a specialist in New York. If 
you don't, you have missed him in 
his best role — as a philosopher in 
the abstract. That requires that 
you shall hear him talk. 

" 'They say that we didn't learn 
anything from this war,' he said re- 
cently. 'Let me show you what we 
learned. One-half of the men who 
were drafted for our army were sub- 
normal, physically. A majority were 
illiterate. One-third of those who 
claimed to be skilled mechanics 
could be rated as journeymen. The 
government found it necessary to 
train a million and a quarter men 
for simple technical work. We 
found all of that out from this war, 
and if we can correct it now, the 
war was worth while.' "

ALL CLOUDS MADE OF DUST 



What do you think is the pre- 
dominating element of the great 
clouds which float high above our 
heads in the sky? Water? No; dust, 
the little motes that we may see 
dancing in any sunbeam. Without 
dust mere cau be no clouds, and 

without clouds rain cannot fall. 

Most of England's rain comes 
from the hot seas on the coast of 
America. Here water rises into the 
air in the form of steam, whose tiny 
particles adhere to the little dust- 
specks, or motes of which the 
atmosphere is full. If it was not 
for the motes the stream would 
simply fall back again at evening 
time when the; temperature drop- 
ped. But as it is, each mote at- 
tracts a certain nunmber of vapor 
particles, and retains them. In 
this way great clouds are formed 
which are carried eastward over 
the seas by the wind. 

So long as there is no great fall 
in the temperature they will con- 
tinue to be clouds; for water-vapor 
begin at once to condense into drops 
of water far heavier than air. The 
motes can no longer sustain their 
burden and rain begins to fall.
